This work 
was found useful, and will be continued 
during the present year, a program for 
thirty meetings having been arranged. 
Their subjects deal with collections in 
various countries, installation and the care 
of armor, early literature, the work of 
artist armorers — Italian, English, French, 
German — and the development of promi- 
nent types of armor and arms. 

The meetings are held on Wednesdays 
at noon, and will be open to auditors under 
certain conditions.
